The right of the citizen to speak, 


write and publish his sentiments is un- 
limited, but he is responsible at the 
hands of the law for an abuse of that 
right. He shall have no censor to whom 
he must apply for permission to speak, 
write or publish, but he shall be held 
accountable to the law for what he 
speaks, what he writes or what he pub- 
lishes. 


The court holds that the production 


of a tragedy or comedy upon 
the 


theatrical stage is a publication to the 
world by word of mouth of the text of 
the author, and as to the question pre- 
sented for consideration it is immater- 
ial whether the words be publicly 
spoken from the stage or upon the 
hustings, or go out 
to the world 


through the channels of the printing 
press. If the publication deprived Dur- 
rant of a fair and impartial trial, a sec- 
ond trial would have been awarded 
him.
